THE LATE ReEv. DR. MAason—a 
TRIBUTE OF RESPECT.—At a meet- 
ing of the Bishops and Clergy in at- 
tendance at the funeral of the Rev. 
R. 5. Mason, D. D., held at the Rec- 
tory, there were present the Rt. Rev. 
Thomas Atkinson, D. D. L. L. w., 
Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. 
Theo. B. Lyman, D. D., Assistant 
Bishop Rev. E. M. Forbes, Rev. A. 
Smedes, D. D., Rev. J. E. C. Smedes, 
Rev. G. W. Phelps, Rev. B. Smedes, 
Rev. M. M. Marshall, Rev. C. J. Cur- 
tis, Rev. E. N. Rich and Rev. J. W. 
Larmour. 

The Rt. Rev., the Bishop of the 
Diocese, stated it to be the object of 
the meeting to take action in refer- 
ence to a suitable expression of its 
sense of the loss rs ig by the 
Chureh, the Diocese, the Parish and 
thecommunity, in the death of the 
Rev. R. S. Mason, D. D., the venera- 
ble and beloved Rector of Christ 
Church, Raleigh. 

The Rev. J. W. Larmour was re- 
quested to act as Secretary. 

On motion of the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Lyman, it was resolved to appoint a 
committee to prepare a_ suitable 
minute: 

The Rt. Rev., the Bishop of the 
Diocese appointed as said committee, 
the Rev. Dr. Smedes, the Rev. E. N. 
Rich and the Rev. C. J. Curtis. 

The Committee retired, and shortly 
afterward returned and reported the 
following minute: 

The Bishop, the Assistant Bishop, 
and a portion of the other clergy of 
the Diocese of N. C. having tase 
brought together from their respec- 
tive fields of duty to follow to the 
grave the remains of their venerated 
and beloved brother, the Rev. Dr. 
Richard Sharpe Mason, feel that they 
ought not to seperate without some 
expression of the sentiments which 
the occasion has awakened in their 
minds, and in which, they are sure, 
that they will have the hearty con- 
currence not only of our own Dio- 
cese, but of the whole Church in this 
country. 

First: We heartily thank our 
Heavenly Father that it pleased him 
to crown the prolonged life of our de- 
parted brother, with adeath so calm, 
so trustful, so humble, yet so con- 
fiding, as to give assurance that it 
was the “peace’”’ that is the “‘endof 
the perfect and the upright man,”’ 
that to him, “tolive was Christ and 
t» die was gain.”’ 

Secondly: Among the many traits 
of his character which we recall with 
pleasure we remark especially his 
‘simplicity and godly sincerity.” 
Though the last person to boast of 
himself, he might have said with 
Obadiah, ‘‘I thy servant fear the 
Lord from my youth;”’ or it might 
be said of him as of Nathanael, ‘* Be- 
hold an Israelite indeed in whom 
there is no guile;’’ or he might have 
sat for the picture which David has 
drawn in his 15th Psalm: ‘ Lord 
who shall dwell in thy tabernacle, or 
rho shall rest upon thy holy hill? 
the truth from his heart;’’ or he 
might be supposed to have most suc- 
cessfully modelled his life after the 
wonderful pattern the Apostie has 
given ug: “ Finally, brethren, what- 
soever things are true, wWhiatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, what- 
soever things are of good report; if 
there be any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think of these things.” 


Thirdly: While thus the moral in- 
tegrity of our brother made him a 
light and a guide at a time when 
such an example isespecially needed, 
and evinced the genuineness of his 
religious belief, his soundness of doc- 
trine, his faithful maintenance of the 
“truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth’’ as embodied in the 
standards of the church to which he 
had vowed his allegiance, no less 
entitled him to our respectful and 
grateful recollection. 


He wasa Churehman of the School 
of Hobartand of Ravenscroft. ‘No 
novelties that disturb our peace”’ ever 
found in him a moment’s toleration. 
‘Rooted and grounded in the truth 
as it is in Jesus,’ and thoroughly 
master of “the reason of the faith 
that was in him,’ he stood in the 
pulpit, in the Diocesan Convention, 


Church, ‘a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth.” 

Fourthly : Feeling how inadequate 
any tribute of such an occasion as 
this must be to the memory of such a 
man, we the Assistant Bishop, and 
the other clergy present, respectfull 
and earnestly request our honore 
Bishop to prepare a fit memorial of 
our departed brother, to be delivered 
at our next annual Council. 

Fifthly: We feel a sincere sympa- 
thy with the congregation whose 
pastor and father, after serving them 
for longer than a generation, has 
been taken from them. Their Church 
shrouded in mourning, their tears, 
their sorrowful faces, attest their 
genuine grief. 

May they have grace so to recall 
the instructions they have heard, 
and the pure example, itself a daily 
sermon, which they have beheld, that 
they may be his ‘“‘joy and crown of 
rejoicing in the day of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at His appearing.”’ 

Lastly : We devoutly and earnest! 
commend the widow and the child- 
ren of our departed brother to the 
gracious keeping of the Husband of 
the widow and the Father of the 
fatherless. They only can fully ap- 

yreciate all, that in the removal of our 
rother, God has taken to Himself. 

May the blessing which the dying 
husband and father was enabled to 
invoke up»n the head of each mem- 
ber of his household kneeling at his 
bedside, bear precious fruit in all 
their earthly pilgrimage, and at 
length have its perfect consumma- 
tion in the reunion of all of them in 
the blessed region where tears and 
partings are unknown.

STATISTICS AND AGRICULTURE.— We 
learn that the Secretary of State, W. 
H. Howerton, Esq., will call a meet- 
ing in this city of the State Board of 
Immigration, &c., Friday, 
for the purpose of establishing a Bu- 
reau of Immigration, Statistics and 
Agriculture, in connection with the 
office of Secretary of State. Wehope 
that the meeting will bea full ohe, 
and that wise, prudent and fore- 
sighted measures will be inaugurated 
to secure reliable labor from abroad 
to help us sagas our ample and 
varied resources. ‘The following law 
on the subject was enacted at the 
ssennt session of the General Assem- 
| HEREAS, The Constitution of 
North Carolina, Article 3, Section 17, 
‘There shall be established 
n the office of the Secretary of State, 
a Bureau of the Agriculture Statisties 
and Immigration, under such regula- 
tions as the General Assembly may 
provide.”’ And, whereas: The peo- 
ple of North Carolina, laboring under 
so many disadvantages for the want 
of means to develope, and make 
Known the great resources of the 
State, and deeply interested in having 
these objects more fully attained, are 
desirous of manifesting to the people 
of every section of this Union, and 
those beyond its borders, a willing- 
ness to offer them a safe and secure 
Asylum within its broad limits: And, 
whereas: It is the opinion of this 
General Assembly, that the peopleof 
the State of North Carolina greatly 
desire and will hail with delight the 
coming among us of all persons from 
the Eastern, Western and Northern 
States, or other countries, to assist in 
utilizing, developing and building up 
the vast mineral, agricultural and 
manufacturing resources of the State; 
that kindness, sympatby and pcotec- 
tion will be extended to all such as 
desire to become citizens, or to invest 
capital among us. 
SECTION 1. Zhe General Assembly 
of North Carolina do enact, That the 
Secretary of State, the State Geolo- 
gist, the Commissioners of Immigra- 
tion, David G. Worth, of New Han- 
over county, Henry Nutt, of New 
Hanover county, John B. Gretter, of 
Guilford county, R. R. Bridgers, Pres- 
ident of the Wilmington & Weldon 
and Wilmington, Columbia & -\u- 
gusta Railroads, Capt. S. H. Gray, 
of Craven county, Dr. W. J. Haw- 
kins, President of the Raleigh & 
Gaston and Raleigh & Augusta Air 
Line Railroads, E. M. Holt, Esq., of 
Alamance county, Col. Wm. John- 
ston, of Mecklenburg county, and 
Col. Edwin J. Alston, of Buncombe 
county, shall constitute a Board of 
Immigration, &e. The Secretary of 
State, by virtue of his office, shall be 
President of said Board, with some 
member of the same as Secretary, to 
record their proceedings, and to make 
a report to the General Assembly.

Tae women who were expelled 
from the Boston School Board have 
pleaded their case successfully before 
the Supreme Court of the State, and 
can how go back to their intolerant 
associates, backed by its decision that 
the Constitution of Massachusetts 
vives women an equal right with 
men to sit on the School Board. 


THE Metropolitan Total Abstinence 
Union of New York State, recently 
in session in New York city, adopted 
resolutions disclaiming any confi- 
dence in the women’s crusade, as it 
depended on public excitement, and 
urging instead a religious abstinence 
movement as the true cure for in- 
temperance, by bringing the appetite 
under religious control. 


SENATOR THURMAN, despite his

A eotemporary says: fifty-dollar 
reformer,’ is what they call Dio 
Lewis, since the peregrinating doctor 
war for less than the stipend of fifty 
dollars per diem.

ingly liberal terms. These debts 
were contracted for machinery and 
rolling stock. At the time of the 
sales, STANTON was Secretary of War 
and the prices charged are said to 
have been exorbitantly high. The 
road, being at the mercy of the gov- 
ernment, were forced to buy at its 
terms. The proposition now is to 
scale the debts to an amount equal to 
» fair valueof the material purchased. 


‘fT HEshort and simple annals of the 
poor’ find fullest expression in astate- 
mentimade by the Petersburg Jndez- 
Appeal of Tuesday, to the effect that 
it is asserted that there are between 
one hundred and two hundred able- 
bodied young men in that city in 
want of the necessities of life and 
unable to obtain employment. These 
men are willing to work, and yet, 
according to the statement of our 
contemporary, they are compelled to 
beg for bread. And that statement 
tells but half the sickening tale, for it 
is highty probable that many of those 
destitute have wives, or mothers, or 
daughters, or sisters dependent upon 
them for support. Surely the gener- 
ous people of the Coekade City, who 
have the ability have also the wil- 


lingness to relieve the distress of 
these unfortunates. 


THE contested election case of 
SYKES against SPENCER, from Ala- 
bama, seems likely to give the 
Senate some very difficult questions 
for decision. The facts, as developed 
by the testimony produced before the 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, are that when the uncontested 
returns of the election of members 
of the lower House of the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama were counted, it was 
found that 47 Democrats and 47 Re- 
publicans Bad been returned. Six 
members were chosen for Barbour 
county, but the legality of the return 
was questioned, the Republicans 


— 
— 


claiming that they had received a 

majority of 300in the county. How- 
everthis may be,the returning officer 
gave certificates of election to the 
Democratic candidates, who had, 

therefore a prima facie right to the 
seats. When the time for the assem- 

bling of the Legislature arrived the 
Republicans refused to join in the or- 
ganization of the Assembly, and or- 
ganized a separate body Known as 
the Court House Legislature. The 
Democratic members retained posses- 
sion of the State house, but neither 
body had a quorum without the pre- 

sence of the Barbour delega- 

tion. The Democratic Legislature 
admitted the Democrats from Bar- 
bour upon the certificates they held, 

while the Republican assembly ad- 

mitted the contestants. 

While this condition of affairs con- 
tinued Mr. SYKES was elected to the 
Senate of the United States by the 
Democratic members, and Mr. SPEN- 
CER by the Republicans. The ques- 
tion which the Senate is to decide is, 
which is legally entigled to represent 
the State of Alabama in that body. 
It should have been stated that sub- 
sequent to these elections the two 
bodies fused under the advice of the 
President and Attorney General, and 
that after the fusion the Republican 
members from Barbour contested and 
were admitted. 

Teehniecally, it is said, that Mr. 
SyKEs is the Senator from Alabama 
for this term, because the Democratic 
delegates from Barbour were entitled 
to seats, by reason of their certificates, 
until by contest, the contrary was 
shown. Being so entitled, their acts 
as legislators were altogether valid 
and legal, the votes given for SYKES 
being as valid and binding as any 
given in the ordinary course of legis- 
lation. 

On the other hand, in the case of 
rival State printers, appointed by the 
respective legistures, the Supreme 
Court of Alabama has decided that 
the person chosen by the Republican, 
or Court House body was the lawful 
printer upon the ground that the 
Republican delegates from Barbour 
were the legally elected members 
from the beginning, and that their 
acts as members of the Court House 


Legislature were valid and binding. 
The subject is one of interest, pre- 
senting questions both new and 
delicate in their character. 


THE LAST number of the Charlotte 
Southern Home contains a biographi- 
eal sketch of Hon. Z. B. VANCE, 
taken froma recent number of the 
Baltimorean, the latter paper pub- 
lishing the sketch just previous to 
the recent delivery of the address by 
Gov. VANCE in Baltimore, upon the 
subject of the ‘Scattered Nation.”’ 
The sketch is prefaced with a good- 
sized photograph of the Governor, 
which 1s much like that gentleman. 
‘We would be pleased to publish the 
sketch entire had we the space, but 
must content ourselves with the fol- 
lowing extract, recounting his life 


watchful member. He took sides 
strongly and labored earnestly against 
secession, at the same time warning 
the country egainst coercion of the 
Southern States by force of arms. 
His appeals for the Union in Con- 
gress and before the people, were 
earnest and powerful, but when Sum- 
ter was fired upon, like nearly all the 
orem Union men of North Caro- 
lina, Badger, Graham, Ruffin, Gil- 
mer, and others, believing in the right 
of revolution, he cast his lot with his 
native State, and took uparms against 
the Union. 

Whatever Mr. Vance does, he does 
with all his might. He was one of 
the earliest volunteers, marching to 
the seat of war in Virginia as a Cap- 
tain, in May, 1871. It was not long 
before his promotion came, he having 
been elected Colonel of the Twenty- 
sixth Regiment of North Carolina 
troops, in August, 1861. 

He was among the brave fighters 
who drove McClellan to his ships in 
the James, and he brought his regi- 
ment off safely, when Branch’s little 
army was overwhelmed by Burnside 
at Newbern. He shared cheerfully 
all the hardships and dangers of his 
men. 

He was a faithful and gallant offi- 
cer, and civilians and soldiers united 
in the demand that he should be the 
next Governor of North Carolina. 
He was chosen by an overwhelming 
majority in 1862, and two years later 
by a similar vote, over the late Gov- 
ernor W. W. Holden. 

As Governor of North Carolina in 
those troublous times, Mr. Vance 
displayed talents for which his most 
ardent admirers had not given him 
credit. Blessed with a strong frame 
and hardy constitution, he was able 
to go through an incredible amount 
of hard work, mental and physical. 
He exhibited administrative and ex- 
ecutive powers of the highest order, 

* 


During 1864, there sprang up in 
North Carolina a reactionary 
headed by Holden and others, com- 
posed of those who despaired of the 
success of the Confederacy. But 
Gov. Vance took the ground that the 
power of making peace had devolved 
on that government and that any 
separate State action would bring not 
only disgrace, but ruin to the State. 
He therefore struggled with unfalter- 
ing constancy for Southern success 
until the surrender of Gen. Johnston 
to Gen. Sherman. 

He now laid down his office with 
dignity, conscious that he had done 
his best, and that the defeat of his 
plans was the act of God. He re- 
newed his vows of allegiance to the 
general governinent, determined 
thenceforward to contribute all that 
in him lay to the advancementof his 
native State and the dignity and 
glory of the Union. 

He was arrested after the close of 
the war, and suffered imprisonment 
at Washington, on account of his 
prominence in the struggle, but on 
examination of his letter books and 
other documents it was found that his 
conduct in the struggle was accord- 
ing to therules of civilized warfare 
and thesentiment of the North being 
for

Charlotte his home. 
In 1870, he was _ elected Senator 
the United States, but on account oO 
the disabilities imposed by the 14th 
amendment to the Constitution, was 
not allowed to take his seat. 
In 1872, he was the nominee of the 
Democratic party of the Legislature 
for the same high office, but was de- 
feated in the election by a coalition 
between a few friends of Judge Mer- 
rimon and the Republicans. He re- 
ceived his degree of nel L. D., from 
son College in 1867. 
“Sor Vance is a married man, and 
has four children. He is exceedingly 
loveable in private life, has more 
warm, personal friends, probabl # 
than any man in North Carolina. He 
is an especial favorite with those ex- 
cellent judges of a kind heart— ladies 
and children. He bubbles over with 
fun and anecdote. His mofs are 
quoted throughout the State. “Have 
you heard Vance’s last?’’ is a com- 
mon mode of commencing a jovial 
conversation. Still he does not neg- 
lect the serious business of life. 
Although he devotes most of his at- 
tention to the study of State craft and 
politics in the larger sense, he pre- 
pares his law cases well, and is a first 
rate Nisi Prius lawyer. Heis distin- 
guished as a lecturer, and is often 
called on by literary societies and by 
those desiring to aid charitable insti- 
tutions by receipts at the door of the 
lecture hall. 

He has found time to read much on 
historical, social and political sub- 
jects, and has the power of present- 
ing his views in an attractive and in- 
teresting manner, and clothed in 
strong, sturdy English. 

In conclusion, we must add what 
it would have probably been deemed 
almost ae toa public man to 
have mentioned in the earlier days 
of the Republic, that in the course of 
so eveatful a political life there has 
never been any charge against Gov. 
Vanee’s’ integrity. No suspicion 
that he has ever changed his views 
in order to receive promotion ; no 
whisper that the money of any 
“ring,’’ railroad or otherwise, has 
stuck to his palms. 

He is a fine specimen of a straight- 
forward, bold, plain-spokKen, anti- 
Republican politician, who seeks for 
his success by convincing the reason 
and winning the hearts of the people. 
May his example be contagious. 

As Mr. Vance is a vigorous, live 
man of forty-three years of age, the 
the country will no doubt see more 
of him hereafter.
